Gentlemen, 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  I am  again 
permitted  to  submit  for  your  consideration  my  Annual 
Report  on  tiie  health  and  Sanitary  Condition  of  your 
township  for  the  Year  ending  December  31st,  1910. 

GENERAL  REMARKS. 

“The  White  Man’s  Scourge” — u Tuberculosis” — - 

“ Consumption.” 

It  is  estimated  that  in  this  country  a quarter  of  a 
million  consumptives  exist  at  the  present  time — hence 
the  urgent  need  for  Sanatorium  treatment— and  during

the  year  two  conferences  were  held  at  Leeds  to  discuss 
the  various  suggestions  and“hear  the  criticisms  of  the 
schemes  put  forward  by  the  County  Council  and  the 
Urban  and  Rural  Districts  Councils’  Association.  All 
present  agreed  that  Consumption  should  be  fought,  but 
different  opinions  were  expressed  as  to  how  this  should 
be  done. 

It  is  an  important  fact  to  bear  in  mind  that  it  is 
curable  in  the  majority  of  cases,  if  proper  treatment  be 
taken  in  the  earlier  stages  of  the  disease,  and  even  in 
cases  more  advanced  it  may  be  arrested  under  suitable 
conditions.  Consumption  is  caused  by  taking  into  the 
system,  chiefly  by  breathing,  germs  or  microbes  derived 
from  persons  suffering  from  the  disease  in  some  form  or 
other,  and  are  found  in  vast  numbers  in  the  phlegm  of 
consumptives,  being  coughed  out  into  the  air. 

Here  much  can  be  done  to  destroy  these  germs, 
by  teaching  the  unfortunate  ones,  when  coughing,  to 
cough  into  a piece  of  rag  or  paper,  which  can  afterwards 
be  burnt,  or  a handkerchief  which  can  be  disinfected 
or  washed,  or  to  always  carry  a spittoon  kept  for  the 
purpose,  and  containing  some  form  of  disinfectant  or 
strong  soda  and  water,  and  after  using  it  to  see  it  kept 
tight  with  a well-fitting  cork,  the  phlegm  being  after- 
wards washed  into  a dtain  or  burned. 

Now  the  untaught  ones  spit  their  phlegm  about  the 
house,  in  the  streets,  railway  carriages— in  fact,  every- 
where except  m a spittoon — this  dries,  and,  becoming 
dust,  is  exceedingly  dangerous — this  being  one  of  the 
commonest  ways  it  is  spread  from  one  person  to 
another. 

Much  can  be  done  by  ourselves,  in  our  own  dis- 
tricts, by  striking  a blow  at  recognised  contributory 
causes  of  the  disease,  viz  , dampness,  dirt,  darkness, 
insanitary  surroundings,  want  of  fresh  air  and  sunshine. 
Rooms  occupied  by  consumptives  should  be  well-lighted 
and  ventilated,  fresh  air,  light,  and  sunshine  being  the 
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most  important  preventives  of  consumption,  windows 
should  be  kept  open  day  and  night,  chimneys  should 
never  be  blocked  up  like  one  frequently  finds  them. 
The  floor  and  furniture  in  the  sick  room  should  be  wiped 
with  wet  dusters  and  afterwards  boiled,  or  if  tea  leaves 
are  used  for  the  floor  they  should  afterwards  be  burnt. 
Bed-hangings  and  carpets  should  be  dispensed  with. 
No  healthy  person  should  share  the  same  bedroom  as  a 
consumptive,  and  in  the  event  of  death  the  room  should 
be  thoroughly  disinfected  before  being  used  again. 

Another  way  in  which  tubercular  diseases  may  be 
induced  is  by  tuberculous  milk-giving  cattle.  Sugges- 
tions were  made  to  you  respecting  veterinary  examina- 
tion of  the  cattle  and  bacteriological  examination  of  the 
milk  by  the  County  Council,  but  up  to  now  nothing 
definite  has  been  adopted  in  your  district.  No  doubt 
some  arrangement  will  be  come  to  by  Urban  Councils 
by  amalgamation,  appointing  a Veterinary  Surgeon, 
who  will  periodically  inspect  the  cows,  cowsheds,  and 
take  samples  of  milk  from  suspected  cattle  for 
examination. 

King  George  V.  has  written  expressing  approval 
of  the  Welsh  memorial  to  King  Edward  VII..  which  is 
to  take  the  form  of  an  active  and  comprehensive  crusade 
against  consumption.  This  should  do  much  to  stimulate 
interest  in  the  allied  and  similar  movements  in  the  other 
parts  of  the  kingdom. 

The  Death-rate  for  Phthisis,  or  “ Consumption  ot 
the  Lungs,”  for  this  district  for  the  year  is  00  61,  i.e., 
a little  higher  than  in  1909. 

Treatment  in  Sanatorium  would  be  a God-send  to 
the  working  class,  especially  when  the  sufferer  is  the 
bread-winner,  for  those  responsible  for  the  nursing  being 
often  underfed,  dirty,  in  small  houses  and  often  very 
stuffy,  especially  in  the  winter  time,  come  into  close 
contact  and  eventually  become  a victim  to  the  same 
disease.  Not  only  that,  when  the  consumptive  returns 
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home  (which  should  have  undergone  severe  disinfection 
during  his  absence)  he  would  be  so  educated  in  the 
Hygienic  methods  adopted  in  the  scientific  treatment 
of  consumption,  and  would  cease  to  be  a source  of 
danger  to  the  rest  of  his  family.

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BIRTHS. 

There  were  270  Births  (143  males  and  127  females) 
registered  in  your  district  in  1910 — giving  a birth-rate 
of  41  ’67  per  1,000  per  annum.  The  estimated  population 
on  January  1st,  1910,  was  6,330 — July  1st,  6,500 — 
December  31st,  6,605 — taking  the  mean  as  6,478  for  the 
year,  the  birth-rate  is  reckoned  This  rate  is  115  less 
than  in  1909. 

As  to  Months. — Most  were  in  September  (31), 
December  (30),  March  (28),  and  least  in  July  (13). 

As  to  Sex. — 143  Males  and  127  Females.  Out 
of  these  12  were  illegitimate — that  is  2 more  than  in 
1908  and  1909.  Three  ol  these  died  within  the  year, 
two  from  Convulsions,  and  the  other  from  Marasmus.

DEATHS. 

There  were  89  (46  Males  and  43  Females),  two 
of  which  were  non-residents,  registered  during  the  year 
in  your  district.  Six  deaths  of  residents  occurred  in 
Hospitals  and  Infirmaries  outside  the  district,  making 
a total  of  95. 

This  gives  an  Annual  Death-rate  per  1,000  of  the 
population  of  14-64.  You  will  have  noticed  earlier  on 
that  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1910  was  134, 
“ the  lowest  on  record.” 

Now  our  Birth-rate  entitles  us  to  a certain  amount 
of  latitude  in  the  death-rate  compared  with  other  towns, 
which  have  a much  lower  birth-rate,  for  it  means  the 
presence  of  a larger  number  of  children  of  tender  age, 
in  whom  the  death-rate  is  especially  high.  13  deaths 
were  certified  by  the  Coroner.

THE  CAUSES  OF  DEATH 

were  as  follows: — Bronchitis,  7;  Pulmonary  Tubercu- 
losis, 4 ; Bronchial  Athma,  1 ; Pneumonia  (Acute  Lobar 
and  Broncho).  4 ; Laryngitis,  1 ; Atelectasis  Pulmonum, 
2 ; Cardiac  Disease,  8 ; Cancer.  5 ; Accident,  3 ; Cere- 
bral Apoplexy,  3 ; Diabetes,  1 ; Influenza,  5 ; Saprcemia, 
1 ; Parturition,  1 ; Leucoemia  Splenica,  1 ; Feeble

CORRECTED  DEATH  RATE. 

Subtracting  those  dying  in  the  district,  but  not 
belonging  to  it  (2),  and  adding  those  dying  out,  but 
belonging  to  it  (6),  we  have  the  real  Death  Rate — 14-35. 

The  excess  of  Births  over  Deaths  is  270  — 95Z  175. 
This  is  an  increase  of  8 over  1909. 
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INFANTILE  DEATH  RATE. 

During  the  year  43  Deaths  in  Children  under  i year 
of  age  occurred — that  is  exactly  the  same  number  as  in 
1909.  This  yields  a Death  Rate  of  159  per  1,000  births, 
and  is  equivalent  to  one  death  in  every  6*62  births,  this 
being  just  a little  lower  than  in  the  year  previous.

Of  these  occurring  under  1 month,  Premature  Birth 
accounted  for  6 (some  of  them  being  twin  babies),  Con- 
vulsions (probably  due  to  improper  feeding)  3,  1 from 
congenital  defects,  2 from  feeble  vitality  from  birth,  and 
1 from  Inanition. 

30  of  the  43  died  by  the  age  of  6 months,  so  that, 
during  the  months  when  the  baby  depends  upon  the 
mother  for  food  and  nourishment — in  many  cases  it  has 
to  be  artificially  fed,  this  being  done  by  the  usual  dirty 
long-tubed  feeding  bottle — so  offer  the  cause  of  death 
to  the  infant  from  Chronic  Indigestion,  Convulsions, 
Wasting,  and  Diarrhoea.  This  is  an  unnecessary  waste 
of  life,  and  for  the  most  part  preventible,  and  some  steps 
should  be  taken  to  overcome  it. 

Pamphlets  on  “ Infant  Feeding  ” can  be  obtained 
at  a penny  each.  Now,  if  the  midwives  in  the  district 
had  some  of  these  to  give  to  mothers  whom  they  are 
attending,  much  life,  I’m  sure,  would  be  saved.

ZYMOTIC  DISEASES. 

Under  the  Infectious  Disease  Notification  Act, 
there  were  notified  27  cases  of  Infectious  Disease,  this 
being  48  less  than  in  1909.  All  the  12  Scarlet  Fever, 
the  4 Enteric  Fevers,  and  the  case  of  Diphtheria  were 
removed  to  Kendray  Hospital  as  soon  as  convenient. 
Not  one  single  case  died  in  that  institution.

ERYSIPELAS. 

Two  cases  less  that  in  1909. 

SMALLPOX. 

Again  we  have  been  quite  free  from  this  terrible 
scourge. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

Only  one  case  was  met  with  during  the  year,  which 
was  at  once  removed  to  Kendray,  undergoing  immediate 
Antitoxin  Treatment. 

Last  autumn  the  Local  Government  Board  insti- 
tuted an  important  suggestion,  by  which  any  local 
medical  man  could  have  a free  supply  of  antitoxin  for 
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early  injection  into  their  poorer  diphtheria  cases  prior 
to  their  removal  to  hospital.  This,  if  freely  taken 
advantage  of,  will  very  much  reduce  the  high-rate 
mortalities  in  the  future  from  this  disease. 

PUERPERAL  FEVER. 

No  case  came  under  observation,  which  again 
speaks  well  for  the  improved  conditions  carried  out  by 
the  certified  midwives  of  your  district. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

There  were  12  cases  met  with  during  the  year,  this 
being  19  less  than  in  1909  and  60  less  than  in  1908. 
All  were  removed  to  Kendray  Hospital  ; none  of  them 
died.  The  disease  was  met  with  in  February  (1), 
March  (3),  May  (2),  July  (2),  August  (1),  October  (3). 
Prompt  measures  were  adopted  prior  to  removal  and 
afterwards,  and  by  these  actions  many  undoubtedly 
escaped  it,  and  in  my  opinion  it  was  not  necessary  to* 
close  the  schools. 

The  infected  houses  are  disinfected  methodically 
by  fumigation  with  Formic  Aldehyde,  Izal,  Disinfectant 
Powder  and  Soap,  plentifully  supplied  to  the  house- 
holders. 

ENTERIC  FEVER. 

There  was  a marked  diminution  of  this  disease 
during  the  year,  as  only  4 cases  had  to  be  dealt  with. 
All  were  removed  to  hospital.  One  was  imported  from 
South  Elmsall.  Two  occurred  in  the  same  house,  but 
I could  not  assign  the  cause. 

The  cool  wet  summer  and  the  extra  flushings  of  the 
sewers,  in  my  opinion,  had  much  to  do  with  the  falling 
off  in  the  number  of  these  cases. 

MEASLES 

Became  epidemic  in  April,  and  being  confined  to 
the  Snydale  Lane  Council  School  I advised  closure  for 
one  month  from  the  7th.  Two  deaths  occurred,  both 
being  children  under  2 years  ol  age. 
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Mothers,  now-a-days,  regard  this  disease  of  “ no 
importance,”  and  allow  their  children  to  go  about  and 
out  of  doors,  instead  of  isolating  them  for  14  days  at 
least,  before  they  are  thoroughly  clear,  consequently 
seriouscomplications,  such  as  Acute  Bronchitis,  Broncho- 
Pneumonia,  and  Meningitis  follow,  and  death  is  the 
result  of  this  secondary  cause.  It  is  a fact  that  Measles 
alone  cause  more  deaths  than  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria, 
and  Typhoid  Fever  combined.  It  is  a disease  that  is 
very  dangerous  in  very  young  children,  on  account  of 
lung  complications,  which  may  be  almost  entirely 
avoided  by  being  isolated  for  a fortnight  or  so  in  a warm 
but  well -ventilated  room. 

SANITARY  MATTERS. 

Schools. 

During  the  year  I made  several  inspections  of  all  the 
schools  in  the  towhship,  The  closets  and  urinals, 
particularly  of  the  St.  John  School,  required  urgent 
attention,  as  also  did  the  Snydale  Lane  School. 

New  drainage  and  sanitary  arrangements  are  being 
provided  for  at  both  the  above-mentioned,  water 
closets  taking  the  place  of  the  old  earth  ones  at  the 
St.  John  School.  On  April  7th  the  Snydale  Lane 
Council  School  was  closed  for  one  month  on  account 
of  Measles,  and  prior  to  re-opening  was  thoroughly 
disinfected  with  sulphur  (about  3olbs.  being  used 
for  that  purpose). 

Disinfection. 

This  was  carried  out  in  every  house  where  infectious 
diseases  (Scarlet  Fever,  Typhoid  Fever,  and 
Diphtheria)  came  under  observation,  also  in  all 
houses  where  a consumptive  person  had  died,  with 
Formic  Aldehyde. 

Three  houses  were  found  overcrowded,  and  one  in  an 
insanitary  state.  Prompt  measures  were  adopted, 
and  underwent  the  same  treatment  as  any  ordinary 
infectious  case. 


Refuse  Disposal . 

The  scavenging  is  still  carried  out  by  contractors, 
entirely  under  the  supervision  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspector,  and,  from  enquiries  when  going  through 
the  district  I am  pleased  to  state,  efficiently.  All 
the  ashpits  belonging  to  houses  in  which  Enteric 
Fever  occurred  were  well  disinfected,  and  their 
contents  cleared  away  at  once. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage . 

The  “ Temporary  Sewerage  Works”  have  not  proved 
over  satisfactory  during  the  year,  being  inefficient, 
consequently  an  extension  was  essential.  The 
contractor  has  commenced  the  work  of  extending 
the  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

Nuisances . 

During  the  year  91  nuisances  were  detected  and 
remedied,  viz.  : —

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOPS’  ACT,  1901. 

There  are  about  20  workshops,  consisting  of  Bake- 
houses, Dressmakers,  Millinery,  Boot  Repairing,  Joiners, 
Plumbers,  Blacksmiths,  Cycle  Repairing.  No  sanitary 
defects  have  been  recorded. 


Slaughter-Houses. 

There  are  six  Slaughter-Houses  in  the  district.  These 
were  inspected  four  times  during  the  year,  and  all 
found  in  sanitary  order. 

None  are  licensed  or  registered.  There  are  no  by-laws 
in  force  in  the  district  governing  the  same. 

No  attention  was  called  to  examine  any  suspicious  meat 
which  might  have  been  tubercular,  or  not  fit  for 
human  consumption. 

DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS. 

There  are  26  Cowsheds  in  the  district.  These  were 
inspected  four  times  during  the  year  and  found  satis- 
factory on  the  whole.  Steps  have  been  taken  to  carry 
out  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops  Order — and 
all  the  cowsheds  which  comply  with  the  regulations  will 
shortly  be  registered.  Structural  improvements  are 
still  much  needed  in  some. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  district  is  now  well  supplied  with  water  to  all 
parts,  and  one  doesn’t  hear  of  the  complaints  of  scarcity 
as  was  the  custom  a few  years  ago. 

RAINFALL. 

This  amounted  to  25  inches  for  the  year—  that  is 
2 inches  less  than  in  1909 — though  on  the  whole  the  year 
was  a damp  one.  June  and  November  were  the  wettest 
months,  and  March  and  September  were  the  driest. 

The  heaviest  rainfall  occurred  on  June  25th,  when 
1/13  inches  fell  in  the  24  hours,  also  over  an  inch  of  rain 
fell  on  November  28th. 
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In  conclusion,  I again  tender  my  thanks  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Sanitary  Committee  for 
the  courtesy  and  co-operation  I have  always  received, 
when  matters  relating  the  health  of  the  Township  were 
under  consideration
